These drawings are probably identical with two described among 
many examples by Boucher in the catalogue by N. Bernard, 
1810, of the Collection of Paignon-Dijonval (1708-1792) of 


Paris, p. 144, no. 3394. “Un Chinois tenant un rouleau de 
papier ; une Chinoise assise et lisant. Deux dessins a la mine 
de plomb et crayon rouge, colorié d’un peu de pastel’. 12in. 
by 9in. 


The Chinoise, of which many adaptations were subsequently 
made by Liotard.(see Parker in Old Master Drawings, V, no. 
16) was engraved after Boucher as ‘‘Sultane Lisant” in 1746. 
But this is a different drawing, in ‘‘ mine de plomb ” only and 
formed part of a set illustrating Turkish manners and costumes, 
which were sold with the Lempereur Collection in 1773. Pro- 
bably Boucher drew the pair first, loosely illustrating a Chinese 
couple, and then found the lady a useful subject to repeat when 
he wanted a sultana.
